Chicago, April 2.—Leaders of the 


powerful railroad unions are expect- | 


ed to call a meeting to discuss aid 


to the 500,000 coal miners now on! New 


strike. 

The call for this meeting probably 
will be issued by E. J. Manion, presi- 
dent of the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers, it was stated here Sunday 
at a big meeting of rail union heads. 
The suggestion for the conference 
came originally from Warren S. Stone, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and he, with 
Manion, is said to be back of the 
movement. All of the railroad union 
leaders have not been sounded on 
the proposal as yet, it was stated, 
but a decision is expected to be reach- 
ed within a few days. 

“If the miners ask for our aid the 
meeting will be held,” Manion told 
the United News. 

Financial Aid First. 

While Manion declined to be quoted 
further, it was stated by another au- 
thoritative source, that the first ob- 
ject of the proposed meeting would 
be to get together on ways and means 

. give the miners financial aid. 

The proposition was reported to 
have been discussed at the confer- 
ence here Sunday attended by leaders 
of group 3 of the railroad unions, 
composed of the telegraphers, sta- 
tionary firemen, clerks, maintenance 
of way men and signalmen. One of 
the strongest advocates of giving aid

cussed nominations for a new labor

The rail unions are already commit- 
ted by a pact signed by leaders of 
both of these big industrial forces to 
aid the miners. This pact was ar- 
rived at in a joint conference here 
last month. But it must be ratified 
by all the railroad unions before it 
becomes effective. 

Troubles of Own. 

Back of the interest of the rail 
unions in the miners’ fight is a strug- 
gle they have on their hands on the 
wage and working rule question, 
which is expected to come to a head 
in midsummer. 

It is expected that the railroad la- 
bor board will hand down a decision, 
perhaps by July 1, setting new wage 
schedules for 2,000,000 railroad em- 
ployees, and, in addition, new work- 
ing rules for the powerful “big four” 
brotherhoods. 

These questions are before the la- 
bor board now and while it is pointe? 
vut that anything outside of financial 
support for the miners at this time 
eee be highly improbable, it is said 

that even more material co-operation 
might be forthcoming after the coming 
wage decision if, as expected, it trims 
$200,000,000 from the ahnual wages 
the railroaders, and provides that the 
- coal strike is still on. 

“Looking Far Afield.” 

One rail union chief said this pos- 
sibility was “looking pretty far 
afield,” but he added that “ther~ have 
been worse guesses as to what we are 
looking forward to.” 

The “big four’ threatened to strike 
last October when the railroads first 
_ suggested going to the labor boa~d for 
another wage cut. The railroad ex- 
ecutives declared they were “crying 
before they were hurt.” But the pres-

Washington, April 2.—Congress now 
is turning its attention to the accumu- 
lated work before it in an effort to con- 
clude its labor so adjournment can be 
taken before the hot weather. 

June 1 has been tentatively set as 
the date for the session’s end, but 
leaders realize it may be impossible to 
dispose of pending matters by that 
time. A number of problems are cer- 
tain to involve long debate. 


Chief among these is the permanent | 


tariff, which the senate finance com- 
mittee expects to report out this week. 
The bill has been radically altered 
from the form in which it passed the 
house, because the American valuation 
plan as adopted by the lower chamber 
was considered impracticable. 
“Tariff Bloc.” 


Consideration of the tariff will mark 
the appearance of the “tariff bloc” in 
the senate, an organization of twenty- 
five senatoms from western and mid- 
western states ifiterested in obtaining 
high duties on farm products. 

. Senator Frank. R. Gooding, of Idaho; 
chairman of the bloc, predicted that 
congress will never adjourn until the 
tariff bill has become law. 


“This measure will protect agricul- 


ture and industry alike, not only in 
the west and south, but in the east 
and north,” said Gooding. “T am 
firmly convinced that the tariff bill,

“Junking Costs” Will 
Prove Cheapest. 


HOW WOULD YOU 
SCRAP A WARSHIP? 


Washington, April 2.—Follow- 
ing are suggested plans for scrap- 
ping warships doomed by the na- 
val treaty: 

1. Sell them to the highest bid- 
ders and let purchasers cut them 
up and salvage the scrap metal. 
* 2. Let the government finance 
the whole deal, navy yards do the 
work and store the scrap metal 
until the present depression is over 
and the price of scrap steel and 
brass returns to normal. 

3. Take all of the ships afloat 
out to sea after stripping all sal- 
vagable material off and send them 
to the bottom. 

4. Let private firms take the 
ships and scrap them “on the 
shares.” 

5. Utilize them to make break- 
water at Los Angeles harbor or 
elsewhere, by stripping them of all 
material, filling them with sand 


and mud and sinking them in po- 
sition end to end.

Washington, April 2.—Congress will 
be called upon to provide the capital 
for the largest junk dealing business 
in the world if one of the plang being 
given serious consideration by the 
naval experts for scrapping the bat- 
tleships doomed by the treaty should 
be adopted. 

A fund, estimated as high as $75,- 
900,000, may be needed to carry out 


oe ecrapping plan thet technical ex- 


perts say will eventually prove the 
most economical way of disposing of 
these ships, particularly the old ones. 

This proposal provides for the 
breaking up of the seventeen old bat: 


‘tleships slated for destruction and 


the new ones as well. ‘The advan- 
tages of this plan are obvious, the ex- 
perts say. First, it will provide em- 
ployment for some of the skilled and 
many of the unskilled workmen re- 
cently furloughed from the yards. Sec- 
ond, it will be possible for the gov- 
ernment ‘to carry out the serapping 
in accordance with the treaty terms, 
but to store the scrap metal, stee? 
and brass, until the present price de- 
pression is over. This, too, it is 


argued, would avoid further glutting ‘ 


of the market when prices are already 
ridiculously low. 
May Ask Bids. 

The majority of naval officers, how- 
ever, believe that the most expedient 
method of disposing of the «problem 
will be to offer all the doomed ships 
to the highest bidders and let private 
concerns undertake the job of cutting 
them up. - This, they point out, would 
provide employment for just as many 
men, would stimulate private enter- 
prise and help to develop what this 
country needs badly, ship-breaking ex- 
perts. At present this industry is in 
its swaddling clothes. No one in this 
country has completed the job of

HUSHED THOUSANDS PAY TRIBUTE TO ROME BOY ..... 


Honored As Hero Symbol 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, April 2.—Arrival of the 
last of America’s 70,000 war dead was 
commemorated in Brooklyn, today. 

One body, that of Private Charles 
W. Graves, of Rome, Ga., symbolized 
for the time the bodies of the 1,065 
soldiers which were returned from 
France last week on the United States 
troop ship Cambrai. 

Amid the hushed vastness of an 
army pier his 1,064 silent comrades, 
in long unbroken ranks of flag-draped 
caskets, maintained the bivouac of the 
dead while sorrowing thousands, of 
high and low degree, paid the last re- 
spects of a grateful nation. 

His body, enthroned in a gun cais- 
son, drawn by six horses, had been 
borne through the ranks of silent mul- 
titudes. Stern generals: had saluted 
the flag which wrapped him. Hundreds 
of his comrades had marched beside 
him. Guns had boomed in his honor. 
statesmen had eulogized ‘his deeds, 
mothers had wept over him, and “taps,” 
the soldiers’ farewell, had given him 
godspeed. 

Was Last Brought Home. 


The body of Private Graves had 
been chosen to receive the honors of 
the day because he, of the 1,065 
aboard the troop ship, was the last 
to be taken from the hold and placed 
on his native soil. 

Thus it was that he was the center 
of a profoundly solemn demonstration 
while his comrades w&Si in the ecno- 
ing silence of the big terminai. 

Private Graves’ body, in a gray 
steel casket, was mounted upon a 
horse-drawn caisson at the army base. 
Before the caisson rode a detachment 
of mounted police. 

A squad of privates of the Thirty- 
fourth infantry formed a cordon of 
honor. Behind them marched the hon- 
orary pallbearers: Commodore Rob- 
ert P. Foreshow, Brigadier Generals 
Charles I. Debevoise, Frank W. Ward, 
Palmer E. Pierce, James W. Lester, 
Dewitt Weld, William Weigel and 
Captain James Vogelsang. 

Thousands March Behind. 

Hundreds of flagbearers followed, 
holding aloft the many colored em- 
blems of 150 organizations that had 
seen service at the front. With them, 
in platoon formation, marched regi. 
ment after regiment of soldiers, sailors 
and marines, each with its regimenta’ 
band or drum corps. And swelling the 
procession were other thousands of the 
American Legion. Veterans of tor 
eign wars, the civil war, the Spanish- 
Ameriean war and uniformed women 
veterans of the Red Prous pnd other |“ 
welfare services, 

As the funeral cortege neared Fort 
Hamilton parkway, army’ and navy 
bombing planes swooped low over the 
caisson, releasing cargoes of flowers 
over the bier of Private Graves and 
nearly hiding the huge wreath of roses 
which President Harding had present- 
ed behalf of the nation. 

With the flowers, the president sent

this message to Colonel E. A. Sim- 
mons, master of ceremonies: 


President’s Message. 

“You and your associates are go- 
ing to voice the last testimony of 
love and affection from living com- 
rades for their dead. You may be 
very sure tha&{the whole nation will 
echo your sentiments, and feel with 
You the thr@l of a common pride and 
a common sorrow—pride in the glori- 
ous services and historic achievement 
of these, our brothers, who freely gave 
all exacted of them. 

“They have set for all of us the 
perfect example of service and sacri- 
fice and it is well that their asso- 
ciates should, through this tribute re- 
mind the nation of its eternal obliga- 
tion to prove worthy of the devotion 
its sonsfhave shown for its ¥ 

“Already, in the light of the morn- 
ing.of hope after the storm, we descry 
very real justification for trust that 
a sadder and a wiser world will find 
means to save the future from repe- 
tition of the tragedy wherein they 
played so noble a part. Let us unite 
in faith and work for such a consum- 
mation, that would be the sincerest 
testimony that we fully appraise their 
sufferings and sacrifices.” 

Formal services over the body were 
held in the gray-walled inclosure of 
the army base where chairs had been 
placed for 5,000 gold-star mothers and 
their escorts. 

Many Notables. 

Notables of the army, 
and the marine corps, with governors, 
senators, congressmen and bishops oc- 
cupied the speakers’ stand. These 
included Assistant Secretary of War 
J. Mayhew Wainwright, Vice Admir- 
al Hilary P. Jones, commander of the 
Atlantic fleet, and Major General 
John A. Lejeune, representing the ma- 
rine corps; Governor Harry L. Davis, 
of Ohio; Governor Everett J. Lake, 
of Connecticut; Governor Edward I. 
Edwards, of New Jersey; Senators 
Calder, of New York; Fernald, of 
Maine; Harris, of Georgia; Spencer, 
of Missouri, and Broussard, of Louisi- 
ana. Several United States represent- 
atives, Archbishep Hayes, Bishop P. 
S. Gailor and Rev. Dr. Joseph Sil- 
verman. 

Directly before the speakers’ stand 
was the funeral caisson, nearly ob- 
scured by the flowers and wreaths 
heaped upon it from all sides. 

“Hail and Farewell.” 
Only the occasional sobs of bereaved 


mothers, widows and fatherg broke 
the stillness which enfolded the throng 
while the program was in progress, 
And when, at the close of his address, 
Assistant Secretary of War Weain- 
wright. bowed toward the 
aed caisson-—and -said : 

wé salute you.. Sweet be your 
deathliess sleep...» You live with the 
immortals. Hail and farewell.” A 
score of women fainted and were car- 
ried from the scene by soldiers. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies 
the body of Private Graves was re- 
turned to the shed where waited those 
of his 1,064 comrades. 

Tomorrow will begin the consign- 
ment of the bodies overland to the 20 
states from whence the men, whose 
names the caskets bear, enlisted.

New Achievement. 

There wags nothing like it in the 
histories of the ancient Exropean mon- 
archies, hidebound by casts and now 
lying on scrap-heaps. In Switzerland 
and Holland, in the more forward na- 
tions, in the new republics, men have 
indeed risen from humble beginnings 
to high station, but not generally by 
constitutional means, and usually only 
as now in Russia, by wading to their 
places through blood. The dizzy 
height to which Lloyd George has at- 
tained not as a British statesman only, 
bvi also as a world celebrity, stems 
to leave the foreign nations breathless. 
It is a spectacle that has of itself 
some of the thrill and fascination of 
romance.

Sharpshooter Called In 
‘When All Attempts at 


Rescue Fail.

Cap and Smutt, the fox dogs owned 
by W. O. Venable and Ronald Ven- 
able, which had been imprisoned in a 
little crevice on the side of Stone 
mountain since Thursday, were de- 
livered from the tourtures of thirst 
when when they were shot down by 
Sharpshooter Barbee, of Fort Me- 
Pherson, by consent of their masters 
Sunday morning. 

Three attempts of the Venables, 
who own the mountain. to save the 
dogs by letting themselves down by a 
500-foot rope were unsuccessful, and 
it was only after every available 
means of reaching the pair had been 
exhausted that W. O. Venable gave 
Private Barbee the word to fire. The 
nearest point of vantage from which 
the-expert rifleman could draw a bead 
on the dogs was 450 yards from the 
crevice in which they were lodged. 

For four days Cap and Smutt had 
crouched on the ledge that projected 
from the side of the granite cliff, 
where they had fallen in an attempt 
to run down a fox that scampered 
tauntingly over the summit of the 
great rock. Their owners had fol- 
lowed them in the chase and thought 
the dogs lost when they disappeared 
over the brink.

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‘To Ask Approval of

| WILL TEST STRENGTH 
OF LITTLE PREMIER 


Opposition to His Plans 
Is Expected From the 
Various Wings of British 
Body Political.

London, April .2.—Premier Lloyd 

George makes one of those dramatic 
pauses of his career Monday, when, 
appealing “to the nation with all of 
his eloquence and power, he will de- 


liver a_ stirring speech before the 
house of commons, seeking approba- 


tion before setting forth on a new 
undertaking—the Genoa conference— 
designed to adjust the destiny of na- 
tions. 

The premier himself will open the 
debate on the Genoa question, bring- 
ing up the resolution during a speech 
which is expected to last an hour and 
a half. He will review the entire Eu- 
ropean position, pointing out the urg- 
ent necessity of trade revival, of the 
restoration of international security 
and peace, and particularly stressing 
the need of reinstating Russia in the 
family of nations. It is upon this 
latter subject that a large share of 
the debate is expected to hinge. 

Astde from the domestic signifi- 
cance of the premier’s speech and the 
vote which will follow, disclosing, as 
it wili, Lloyd George’s strength, fol- 
lowing the recent suggestions for hia 
retirement, the proceedings in com 
mons will have an important bearing 
upon the Genoa conference itself. 

Expect Keynote. 

All Europe expects Lloyd George 
to sound the keynote and to direct 
the deliberations of the conference. 

Despite the powerful oppositien or- 
ganized against the government, the 
premier is assured of an overwhelm- 
ing majority when the vote on the 
Genoa resolution is taken. The oppo- 
sition is divided into three camps, the 
laborites, ind¢pendent liberals, under 
Asquith; and the conservative “die 
hards.” Both the labotites and inde- 
pendent liberals have amendments to 
the government’s motion. The conserv- 
atives are not opposed to the Genoa 
conference itself so much as to the 
part Lloyd George is to have in it. 
They are especially disturbed over the 
possibility of the recognition of the gu- 
viet government, 

Amendment Proposed. 

The general debate will follow the 
presentation of the labor amendment 
by J. P. Clynes, labor party leader. 
This will declare that the Genoa meet- 
ing is so circumscribed (reparations 
and armaments being excluded) that 
settlement of European political and 
economic evils is impossible; that the 
government lacks the confidence of the 
country, and therefore is incompetent 
to represent the empire. 

The independent liberals are expect- 
ed to support the labor amendment. 
but the “die hards” are horrified at 
the idea of joining labor. As a conse- 
quence they will support neither the 
labor party nor the amendment to be 
offered by Asquith. The “die hards” 
will content themselves with voting 
against the government on the final 
division on the main resolution. 

The resolution to be presented by 
Asquith approves the Genoa confer- 
ence, but regrets the limitations estab- 
lished by the agenda and declines to 
express confidence in the government's 


| representatives.

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FOUR MEN KILLED 
IN BELFAST FEUDS

Belfast, April 2.—Four men were 
shet and killed and three children 
were wounded last night in the Sinn 
Finis area near the Old Lodge dis- 
trict. ‘The ages of the men ranged 
irom 40 to 63. .The children are 2, 
7 and 13 inclusive. 

It was another grim week-end for 
Belfast. The shooting of the men is 
believed to have been in reprisal for 
the killing S@turday of Constable 
George ‘turner, who had been a regu- 
lar policeman for fourteen years. 
‘The assassin fired at Turner from a 
vacant house and made his escape. 
The news of the shooting of the 
policeman spread rapidly and despite 
the curfew hour last night there were 
scenes of excitement in the streets. 

Shrieks of Women. 

Later heavy rifle and revolver fir- 
ing, punctuated with the shrieks of 
women and children was heard and 
shortly afterward the bodies of. the 
four men were taken to a hospital, 
‘where the three wounded children also 
were conveyed. The father of the 
childrn, Joseph Walsh, was one of 
the men who was killed. All the 
killings took place in the homes of 
the victims. Walsh, who lived in 
Alton street, was lying in bed with 
the two younger children, and the 
bullet which killed him wounded them. 
Two-year-old Bridget was shot 
through the head. 

Frank Walsh, a son of Joseph 
Walsh, was stopping with his grand- 
mother a few doors distant frem the 
Walsh home. The grandmo™her’s 
house also was raided. The intrud- 
ers rushed upstairs, seized Frank, who 
was trying to make his escape through 
a window, and pitched him down: 
stairs. His injuries are not serious. 
The grandmother said after the raid 
that Joseph Walsh had served five 
yearg in the war on the western front 
and had returned home unscathed. She 
had thirteen sons and yephews in the 
war, only two of them returned.

that his: friends say playfully that 
they believe he can read, but they’ve 
never seen him doing so. Yet he 
knows everything! It may be true 
that eight years ago he was a “little 
Englander,” who knew nothing about 
foreign politics. But now it is plain- 
ly evident to foreign nations that he 
knows more about these than any 
other living man. 


Foreign nations hear of the suavity 
of his conversation, or eloquence of 
his speeches; of his mastery of the | 
house of commons on which he “plays | 
as on a fiddle;” of his power over a 
popular assembly, which he captures 
first by his humor then sways by 
waves of almost heroic emotion ex- 
pressed in language whose lyrical cx- 
dence seems to be caught from the 
Psalms. And, thinking of the yil- 
lage school and the country solicitor’s 
office, they say: “What an aston: | 
ishing character !” 

Above all, they hear of his personal | 
magnetism, his power of winning over 
to his side people who have muwst op- 
posed his principles, and that this 
mystic power has been exercised on 
occasion in. the very highest circles 
in the realm. 

Charm of Mystery. 

In short, to the foreigner who knows 
very little of Celtic temperament and 
who views Lloyd George from the dis- 
tance, his personality is a little of 
mystery and therein lies a great part 
of its fascination and charm. 

The third fact which makes our 
prime minister an object of interest in 
European countries is that he is pre- 
eminently a man of his time. The tide 
of the world is always flowing, and 
perbaps no man ever rose to interna- 
tional greatness who floated in back- 
water. This is especially true of the 
past twenty or thirty years. It was 
impossible for a _ traveler to pass 
through Europe during that period 
Without seeing that a great dissolu- 
tion of the social system was coming. 
Obviously the old order was changing 
rapidly, giving place to the new. Hence 
the first question asked in recent years 
about any man who had risen above 
the political horizon wasn’t “who is 
he and where does he come from?’ but 
“which way is he going? Is his face 
set in the direction of the onward 
march of humanity or not?’ 

“TIdealistic Realist.” 

Lloyd George has easily borne that 
test. No man has ever had a keener 
eye for the way the world has been 
going; no man has ever had his ear 
closer to the ground and listened more 
attentively to the tramp of oncqming 
multitude, Lenine has lately called him 
a realist. It is true, but only half 
true. He is an idealistic realist. 

From the first Lloyd George, true 
to his peasant origin, has looked out 
on the world as through a cottage 
door. He has seen the insecurity of 
the poor and the privileges of rich, 
and has set himself to lessen both. 
Hence his budgets, his insurance and 
unemployment acts, hence,* too, his 
Limehouse speeches. If he had been 
born in the reign of Elizabeth and 
could then have risen to his present 
position and power, which he certainly |

TEST OF STRENGTH 
COMES TODAY

The second Jay of the country-wide 
coal niine strike passed quietly with 
poth sides preparing for the first test 
of strength which was expected today. 
Union otficiais maintained that 600,- 
00 men, cof whom 100,000 were non- 
1nion miners, were idle Saturday and 
that €200 mines were closed, only 
tome 1,500 open shop pits being in 
vperat.on. . 

While not disputing these figures 
operators declured many of those men 


would return to work today, as Sat-. 


urday was observed as a holiday, the 
anniversary of the granting of the 
¢ight-tour day in the mines, West 
Virginia operitors also were reported 


ypreparing to reopen mines on an open 


shop tasis. 


Tu the main, however, both sides 
were expected to observe a tacit truce 
rnd mzl.e no effort for the time being 
to op‘rate the mines. The miners 
are suryplying the engineers and pump- 
“re necessary to protect the pits from 
floodine. , 

In the meantime the eyes of the 
country will be turned to Washington, 
sshere John I.. Lewis international 

resident of the miners, will appear 
fore a congressional committee to 
testify regarding strike issues. Gov- 
ernment officials have held that only 
the ex‘stence of an emergency could 
justify government intervention &nd 
that such an emergency does not ex- 
‘st at this time because of adequate 
supplies of coal on hand throughout 
the eyuntry. 

Reports from most of the unionized 
fields indicate that Sunday passed 
as quietiy as usual. In many sec- 
tions an exodus from mining to other 
indust-ies war indicated by reports, 
znd thousands were expected to drift 
nway from the coal fields affected by 
‘he strike during the week. 


STRIKE EFFECTIVF, 
SAVS LEWIS. 

Washington April 2.—The nation- 
al coal strike is 100 per cent effective 
in the unionized bituminous and an- 
ihraciie coal mines of the country 
and is getting support in non-union 
ierritory, John J.. Lewis. president 
of the Thnited Mine Workers, de 
elared today on his arrival here te 
attend congressivnal hearings tomor- 
row. 

Thére are 600.000 miners ready to 
stav ont of the mines “indefinitely. 
“until the operators are rendy to dis 
euss with us the question of new wage 
wereerents in the central competitive 
field,” Mr. WLewis declared. adding 
that while the nnion “courted investi- 
vation for itself and the bituminous 
‘ndustrv, it seeks no government in- 
tervention. hut does ask for the sup- 
rort of public oninion in forcing. the 
opernturs to continue collective bar- 
enining with miners over wages and 
workir.g conditions.” 

Discussing coal reserves and the 
effect of the strike on the interest of 
consumers, Mr. Lewis strongly ad- 
vanced’ the oninion that “a pinch 
wonld come earlier than expected.” He 
declared non-union mine production 
had heen “greatly exagrerated.” and 
said t»at operutors had heen more or 
‘ess onenly following tactics that 
‘forced a strike so they could get 
higher rwrices and ¢reater profits.” 

Non-Union Reports Slow. 

“There won’t be a single return to 
work this week.” Mr. Lewis said, 
“from the 600,000 men .who went out. 
It takes a little longer for us to get 
reports from the non-union fields. In 
the West Virginia panhandle, for in- 
stance, right along the Ohio line, there 
are about 5,000 or 6,000 men in non- 
union mines for whom meetings were 
held. ‘They’ll probably be out tomor- 
row. There are meetings here and 
there in non-union territory all over 
the United States. We'll get the re- 
turns later. In the union territory 
we know what happened; the opera- 
tors aren’t even going to try and run 
mines,” : 

Taking notice of the suggestion by 
Chairman Borah, of the senate labor 
committee, that the government ought 


to intervene further in the situation, ; 


Mr. Lewis remarked that he was 
“afraid nothing much could be done 
with the operators.” : 

“Every attempt has been made to 
get them to meet their obligation to 
continue collective bargaining with 
us,” he continued, “and I assume they 
will maintain their refusal no matter 
who tries to get them to eonfer. We 
stand ready, now as ever, to enter any 
conference with them to discuss terms 
of a new wage contract which will 
allow us to resume work. 

Only Break in Lines. 

“Tf the miners todav were occupying 
the position of refusing to discuss a 
wage contract, as the operators are, 


will all leave the _ country, 
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 they’d be morally castigated by all the 


citizenship of this land. 

“The only break in the union lines,” 
the miner’s president said, was in 
western Kentucky, where operations 
were being continued under a contract 
which runs until April, 1923.” 

“They will stay on the job of 
course,’ Mr. Lewis said. “The coal 
they get out does not enter sato crn- 
tral and eastern field competition, be- 
cause it goes south to market.” 

Although the operators regard each 
other as competitors, Mr. Lewis said. 
and are not “acting in concert, we 
know that we can’t get a general wage 
scale without unity of action in the 
central competitive field, because a 


difference of a cent a day in wages, 


means cents per ton in the selling 
price of coal, makes turmoil in mar- 
kets and closes.up old mines to open 


new ones. 
“Strike Inevitable.” 


“Still they were a unit in wanting 
suspension,” he continued. “They had 
loaded up all the big consumers with 
coal on the strike scare and held up 
the market prices while the loading 
was going on. Now they think that if 
they’re shut down long enough there'll 
be scarcity and a runaway market. 
Their disposition made the strike in- 
evitable.” 

Mr. Lewis estimated the maximum 
production of the non-union mines at 
4,000,000 tons a week, much of which, 
he said, was good orzy for coke. Fur- 
ther, he declared, the middle west 
could not pay the freight to get this 
non-union coal. 

“Watch the public utility compa- 
nies in the smaller cities,” said the 
strike leader, “they will be hit first. 
The big cities are pretty well stocked, 
but the little ones are not.” ee 

Mr. Lewis expected to remain in 
Washington as long as his presence is 
required, but said he had no engage- 
ments with President Harding or ex- 
ecutive officers. 


PORTUGUESE FLYERS 
RESUME OCEAN TRIP 


Las Palmas, Canary Islands, April 
2.—(By the Associated Press.)—The 
Portuguese aviators, Captains Coutin- 
ho and Sacadura, resumed their hy- 
dro-airplane flight: at 10 o'clock this 
morni:.g. They were bound for the 
Cape Verde islands on the second 
leg of their long journey to Rio 
Janeiro. 


The Portuguese hydro-airplane left 
Lisbon on the morning of March 30 
on the first leg of the flight to South 
America, covering 710 miles to Las 
Palmas in seven and 4 half hours. The 
distance from Las Palmas to the Cape 
Verde islands is 816 miles. The next 
leg, from Cape Verde to Fernando 
Naronha, near the coast of Brazil, 
measures 1,390 miles.

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THE COAL STRIKE. 

The. nation-wide coal strike is on, 
approximately 600,000 miners, ac- 
cording to union officials, having 
walked out on April 1, and coal pro- 
duction is seriously impaired. 

Strike leaders declare that the 
strike will continue until their de- 
mands are met by the mine oper- 
ators; the latter, that it will con- 
tinue until the striking miners see 
fit to return to work under more 
reasonable conditions, or until 
their places can be filled. 

The government has announced 
a “hands-off” attitude toward the 
controversy, but gives assurance 
that it will see to it that the in- 
terest of the public is adequately 
safeguarded. 

From the standpoint of the pub- 
lic that is all that can be expected. 

If the miners want to quit work 
and join the already congested 
ranks of the unemployed, that is 
their right. This is a free country, 
and nobody has a right to make 
them work, so long as they refrain 
from violating any law. 

And if the mine owners elect to 
keep their mines closed until they 
can procure labor willing to work, 
that is their business, and nobody 
has a right to interfere with it so 
jong as it entails no suffering on 
the part of outsiders. 

But the government must bear 
in mind the fact there is a third 


group concerned in this contro- 
versy, and its interest transcends 
in importance that of either of the 
other two or of both together, 

This group comprises the great 
masses of the American people. 

The interest of that group must, 
at all hazards, be protected; and 
the public looks only to the gov- 
ernment for such protection. 

The government has done all, 
perhaps, that it should have done 
up to this time, in trying its level 
best to avert the strike. 

It endeavored faithfully to get 
the miners and the mine operators 
together to dissolve their differ- 
ences in calm, friendly discussion. 
It failed. 

Now all that the government can 
do, or shduld do, is to see to it 
that the two elements involved as 
principals in the strike commit no 
violation of the law, and that the 
public does not suffer from the 
lack of. coal, provided there are 
enough men ready to work to pro- 
vide the required supply. 


JOBLESS AND UNDERFED. 

United States army recruiting of- 
ficers in New York say their work 
is being seriously handicapped by 
unemployment. 

This announcement may seem 
to present a somewhat paradoxical 
condition, but in light of the ex- 
planation accompanying it, it sus- 
gests a situation that is both pa- 
thetic and alarming. 

Under ordinary conditions, all 
- things being equal, when civilian 
jobs are scarce, the recruiting of 
men for military service is corre- 
spondingly easy, for reasons that 
are obvious. But now, it seems, 
the normal situation is reversed, 
not because of ufiwillingness upon 
the part of jobless young men to 
enter military life, but for the 
tragic reason that the vitality. of 
so many of them has been sapped 
by undernourishment to a degree 
that renders them incapable of 
measuring up to the physical re- 
quirements of the army. 

The New York Herald a few days 
ago carried in its local news col- 
umas a statement to the effect that 
“ynemployment among the younger 
men of the city has undermined 
their, physical efficiency to the 
poinfthat four out of every five 


| , 


ples, 


enlistment are high, it has been 
found that many young men who 
offer themselves are underfed and 
under-weight In consequence of 
prolonged unemployment;” and 
that of twenty-three men who had 
applied for enlistment that day 


‘only five were accepted! 


‘Much has been said and written 
bearing upon the relationship be- 
tween unemployment and the so- 
called “crime wave,” and there has 
been much citation to records to 
support the contention that the 
tendency of protracted involunta- 
ry idleness is to turn the minds of 
men in the direction of criminal 
conduct. 

Undoubtedly there is ample ‘basis 
for such argument, and that fact 
of itself is deplorable enough. 

But when any condition contin- 
ues until it results in depletion of 
the physical man-power of the 
country to the extent indicated by 
this recruiting office record it he- 
comes truly alarming. 

The cause behind the condition 
is not the main question in this 
connection, but the situation, which 
speaks for itself, must be remedied, 
and the “best minds” of the coun- 
try can well afford to apply them- 
selves to that end. 


ARMENIA IN PERIL. 


Recent dispatches indicate a 
growing inclination on the part of 
the allied powers to yield to the 
claim of Turkey to governmental 
jurisdiction over Armenian terri- 


tory, in order, it is alleged by 
friends of the Armenians, to pla- 
cate Islam and prevent further 
Mohammedan uprisings in India 
and Africa. 

The proposal that the Greek 
troops be withdrawn from the ad- 
vance positions they are holding, 
and that territory now occupied by 
Greece be surrendered to the 
Turks, not only adds color to these 
reports, but is calculated to make 
the civilized world shudder at the 
thought of the fate that probably 
&iwaits the Armenian Christians 
if events should take that course. 

The tendency of this is all in 
the direction of a restoration of 
Turkey to its former position as 
a world power—a position which 
the Moslem despotism has used to 
destroy, rather than to promote, 
civilization, and in such a way as 
to make “the unspeakable Turk’’

phrase suggestive of al] that is 
brutal and barbarous in human nae 
ture. 

Throughout the centuries all 
Christian peoples within the reach 
of the iron hand of Turkey have 
been preyed upon, slaughtered, 
massacred and put to fiendish toar- 
tures by it; and of all these peo- 
the Christian Armenians, 
mainly by reason of their terri- 
torial propinquity and their docile 
and submissive racial character- 
istics, have been the worst suf- 
ferers. 

For Armenia now to be turned 
back into the hands of the Turks 
would be nothing short of a crime 


‘against humanity. 


And if that is done, and Turkey 
is granted considerations leading 
to its eventual reinstatement as a 
power having control over Chris- 
tian peoples, one of the important 
gains of the world war will have 
been lost.

There are boy-bankers in every 
section of the country who learned 
their thrift lessons well and are 
getting good results from them in 
a business way. 

And they are not confined to 
the towns and cities where there 
are supposed to be greater busi- 
ness opportunities for boys to get 
ahead in the world, but in many 
instances they are found on the 
farms whose products supply and 
keep the cities going. 

As to the latter class, The Dah- 
lonega (Ga.) Nugget has this sig- 
nificant paragraph—

One of the finest and most widely 
known poems ever created is the 
“Elegy Written in a Country Church- 
yard,” by Thomas Gray. 

And yet Gray thought so little of 
its merit he demanded that it first be 
published anonymously. 

It took eight years to write and 
polish this poem so that the author 
was willing to let it leave his hands. 

On the night of September 13, 1759, 
the night before the battle of the 
Plains. of Abraham, Wolfe was de- 
scending the St. Lawrence with a 
part of Ifis troops. It was an’ un- 
usually calm night. . There was: al- 
inost complete silence among the.boats 
as they floated on their way. It is 
said that Wolfe repeated the stanzas 
from this great poem to those about 
him and added. afterwards: “Now, 
gentlemen, I would rather be the au- 
thor of that poem than take Quebec.” 

Lincoln thought little of his brief 
speech at Gettysburg. And after its 
delivery he was the first to congratu- 
late the scholarly Everett for his 
syeech, forgetting his own. 

But all the pent-up heart fervor and 
all the days and nights of years of 
patient study were crystallized in 
this one simple, beautiful, immortal 
speech. 

He who waits may have to travel 
an exceedingly lonely path, and feel 
quite deserted at times, but there is a 
returning satisfaction to every man 
who is conscious that he is building 
something that is long going to out- 
last his life efforts. ; 

I watched a greup of boys in a 
swimming contest. There was one 
boy who came in last in every event. 
But—he came up smiling each time! 
Someday he will be champion—he will 
come in first because he has learned 
how to wait.

“T had supposed—and I think it was 
generally supposed—that when the 
United States agreed to reduce its cap 
ital force to eighteen it was making a 
very considerable sacrifice which was 
nationally permissible only because 
the other world powers were also lim- 
iting themselves in proportion.

- An explanation of the manner in which this circuit functions is as 
follows: The direct current motor (M) receives current from an out- 
side source usually at a pressure of 110 volts, which produces rotation 
of the revolving elements, or armature, of the motor. The armature of 
the alternating current generator (G) being mounted on an ex- 
tension of the motor shaft is caused to revolve by the mechanical 
energy imparted, through the shaft, by the motor. Revolution of the 
generator armature develops an alternating current at a pressure 
usuaHy between 110 and 500 volts, depending upon the mechanical con- 
struction and electrical connections of the generator. 

By closing the transmitting key (K) the alternating current devel- 
oped by the generator flows through the primary winding (P) of the 
power transformer (T). The rapidly changing magnetic field caused 
by the current in the primary winding cuts the secondary winding (S) 
and induces a current in the secondary winding at a greatly increased 7 
pressure ranging from 10,000 to 20,000 volts, depending upon the design | 
of the transformer. 

The battery of condensers (C) are connected across the terminals 
of the secondary winding (S) and these condensers store up a charge 
for each alternation of the current in the secondary winding. When 
the condenser has charged to its full capacity it discharges with very 
rapid oscillations across the spark gap (G) through the primary wjnd- 
ing (P) of the oscillation transformer (OT). These oscillations are 
transferred from the primary winding (P’) to the secondary winding 
(S’) of the oscillation transformer and part of the energy of the oscilla- 
tions is radiated from the antenna or aerial (A) in the form of electro- 
magnetic waves. The aerial tuning inductance (I) and the short way 
condenser (C-1), one end of which is connected to earth at (E), are used 
to vary the time period of oscillation of the antenna circuit and their 
functions will be described in detail in lessons which are to follow. 

With this outline in mind the student will be able to build up a 
more detailed knowledge of the workings of the various pieces Of ap- 
paratus and their relations to each other.

“Your article sbout flivvers amused | 
us because, for the dast two months, 
we have been the happy possessors of 
one. We-are loving it, almost, and 
have had in this short time more fun

That is a sentence from a letter I 
recently received from one of my let- 
ter friends. I wonder if it ‘is as 
packed with suggestions and visual- 
ization to you as it is to me. It seems 
to me as if I were put in touch with 
that woman’s whole environment by 
that sentence. Seems as if I knew all 
about- the neighborhood she lives in. 
Maybe, it’s because her description 
brings up a neighborhood that I know 
myself, from which just such a let- 
ter as hers might have come. 

Do you know the neighborhood? 

The neighborhood I mean is a typi- 
eal street in the New England town 
where I was brought up. It wouldn’t 


be Main street, but Oak or Elm or 
Maple, cne of the shorter streets that 


turn off Main street and take their 
names from the fact that they once 
had a preponderance of the _ tree 
named. Most of the houses are sin- 
gle houses, a few smail new ones and 
a few larger, shabbier older ones, 
Two out of the three two-family 
houses on the street are old-fashion- 
ed houses made over. And as it hap- 
pens, most of the occupants of these 
houses are young married or young 
middle-aged folks with lots of babies 
and small children (I mean lots in 
the modern sense, th-2e in one house, 
four in another, five in another). 
Not “Class” But Happiness. 


The last time I went up that street 
on my last visit home I saw four 


flivvers standing out in front of vari- 


ous houses. Mine host who came to 
meet me commented on the fact. “And 
there’s two more that don’t happen 
to be out in front today,” he said, 
“and some of the rest of us have 
hopes of a flivver in a year or two. 
Not much class to this street, you 
see.” And then his wife who had fol- 
lowed him out to greet me added, 


“Flivvers and babies. They seem to/ 


go together somehow.” 

Whereupon her husband flung an 
arm over her shoulder and finished, 
“Flivvers and babies and hard work 
and a lot of happiness in spite of it 
all.”

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DIFFERENT KINDS OF OMELET 

It is a trick of the good cook to 
make delicious omelets. And it is 
really not such a difficult trick. If 
the cook masters one good foundation 
omelet she can vary it according to 
her will, with just a change of de- 
tails. 

For one thing, there are all sorts 
of omelets made simply by adding 
some sort of spread before it is turn- 
ed, or rolled. Jam or jelly omelet, 
for instance, These are made by 
spreading the omelet with jam or 
jelly before it is turned, but after it 
is thoroughly cooked. The jam or 
jelly melts, but does not become too 
soft by the time the omelet is served. 

Then there is ham omelet, made 
by spreading the omelet with minced 
ham before folding it over. Or pars- 
ley omelet, made in the same way. 
Either of these omelets may be made 
by mixing the chopped ham or. the 
chopped parsley with the egg mix- 
ture before it is cooked. Either way 
is satisfactory. 

For Spanish omelet simply make 
a regulation omelet and then pour 
around it a Spanish sauce, made by 


| frying two tablespoons each of chop- 


ped sweet green pepper, chopped on- 
ion in four tablespoons of. butter un- 
til yellow, and then adding one cup 
of tomato pulp and juice. Season 
with salt and pepper. Some persons 
make a Spanish omelet—any omelet, 
for the matter of that—without mix- 
ing the white and yolk together thor- 
oughly, but allowing some of the 
white to remain in big puffy flakes of 
whiteness in the finished omelet. 
Remember that you may use a lit- 
tle' water or milk—water for tenderer 
results, milk for creamier—to the 
omelet mixture before cooking it.

Fullerton Compares Pitching- 


Possibilities in American League

Yankees Olttclass Other 
Teams in League--Cleve- 
land May Be Contender, 
But — Is Uncertain. 


BY HUGH FULLERTON. 


New York’s Yankees have assembled 
a pitching staff wiich so far out- 
classes any other in the circuit that 
any team beating them out will have 
to be approximately 8 per cent bet- 
ter than the Yankees. 

This pitching staff gives the Yan- 
kees a tremendous lead in the dope, 
and, in addition to their long-distance 
hitting power, forces the rival teams 
to lead them by a wide margin in 
skillful attdck and in _ defensive 
strength in order to give them an 
equal or a better chance to win the 
championship. Whether any team 
in the league has that superiority re- 
mains for the final dope figures to 
reveal, At any rate, even on the 
returns now in, it promises to be a 
closer and more interesting race than 
the American league has known in 
years. There are four teams which 
the final figures probably will reveal 


as very closely matched. : 


The superiority cf the Yankees’ 
pitching staff since the acquisition of 
Jones has been pretty generally ac- 
knowledged. Cleveland, in fact, has’ 
been the only real challenger—and th 
uncertainty of the Cleveland staf 
makes their claims weak. Cleevlan 
depends very largely upon whether 
or not Morton can come back. He 
was useless to the team after July 4 
last year, and Mails from whom much 
was expected, failed to show much of 
the wonder stuff he spilled the pre- 
ceeding fall. Coveléskie ought to be 
as good as ever, provided the assist- 
ants do not weaken and compel him 
to over-work in trying to carry the 
burden of the team. ‘The prospect of 
Uhle improving is very great, and 
Cleveland has a staff well anchored 
around Covey, but needing thumerical 
strength. 

BROWNS HAVE _ : 
GREAT STRENGTH. 

The sudden improvement in strength 
of the St. Louis Browns, coupled 
with their hitting power and experi- 
ence, makes them fcrmidable. With 
Shocker as the anchor of the team, 
fhe Browns have assembled a corking 
array of talent. You can see that 
the dope indicates a great improve- 
ment in pitching during the coming 
season—due to the strengthening of 
staffs and the more mobile baseball 
that will be in use. Shocker is the 
stopper of teams supposedly stronger, 
and the man who will have to carry 
the tough games of each series, which 
of course, reduces his winning aver- 
age without at all reducing his value 
to his team. He has a lot of strength 
behind him this season. If he can 
secure assistance enough to hold the 
average opponents’ runs below four 
and a quarter per game for 100 of the 
154 games, St. Louis, with an even 
break of luck, gets right into the top- 
notch cluss among the real contenders 
for the pennant. 

Washington, strengthened’ greatly 
in both attacking and defensive force, 
fails to show any improvement in 
pitching strength, save numerically. 
In left-handed pitchers the team is 
extremely well equipped, and this is 
of tremendous impertance in the 
American league, where left-handers ; 
are usually valuable in stopping Cleve- 
Jand, by forcing changes inthe line- 
up; by slacking up New York’s hit- 
ting power, and by troubling Detroit’s 
best hitters. ~ Johnscn, who has™been 
the mainstay of the team these many | 
years, will not be so vital to the club, 
but Griffith has plenty of reserve tal- 
ent, just above mediocrity. The best) 
point of Grif’s pitching staff is Grif, 
who is one of the best teachers of 
pitchers in the country, and who, with 
intelligent twirlers can carry a team 
a long way. Zachary can go far 
and fast, and perhaps will be the most 
useful of the staff. 

ATHLETICS HOLD 
FIFTH PLACE. 

There will be something of a sur- 
prise to find that the Athletics have 
to be ranked up in fifth place and 
ahead of the Chicago White Sox. The 
White Sox have Rew Faber, whose as- 
tounding work last year was the one 
upsetting feature of the dope. It was 
impossible a year ago to dope the 
White Sox pitchers xbove last place— 
and no one could have figured Faber 
to lead a tail-end team until he was 
the ranking pitcher‘of the ericuit. Nor 
is it possible to figure that Faber 
will be as great this season as he was 
last. He dopes to be good, to work 
in close to forty games, and perhaps 
more, but it is inconceivable that even 
with an improved team, he can win as 
many games-as he did last year. If 
Faber can win above 65 per cent of 
his games, the White Sox will be a 
dangerous club to any of the rank- 
ing four teams that takes a slip. The 
failure of Dick Kerr to report has cut 
the value of the White Sox pitching 
staff considerably. There is little 
else on the staff which is above aver- 
age value, and anything above 500

Catch- 
ing has been a handicap to the pitch- 
ers of the Tigers, but the team seems 
unable to find any new Donovans, Mu- 
lins or such _ twirlers, Dauss and 
Ehmke have little chance to show im- 
provement. Boston, however, de- 
serves last ranking and gets it. The 
pitching is below average all through, 
and nothing in the spring develop- 
ment tends to promise much improve- 
ment. 

In the next article we will size up 
the pitchers of the National league— 
after which we can start assembling 
teams and see how they promise for 
the year.

‘Food Supply Is Getting Sbert; 
U. S. Is Not Producing Enoughlt 


Statistics of tre current food sup- tea, coffee, spices, nuts and tropical 


ply show that there is not enough 
food in the world to supply the nor- 
mal consumption, According to Dr. 


E. D. Ball, United States department 
of agriculture, the immediate restora- 
tion of full buying power would re- 
sult in the almost immediate disap- 
pearance of surpluses. 


In the fifty years following the 
civil war, our cotton production in- 
creased five times, our wheat produc- 
tion four times, our corn production 
three times and our population only 
two and three-quarter times. - But, 
says Dr. Bat, “The peak of agricul- 
tural production per capita of popu- 
lation was passed in 1898. Agricul- 
tural production almost kept pace 
with population increase for some lit- 
tle time after that date but in the 
last decade it hus steadily and ever 
more rapidly fallen.” 


What does this mean? It means 


| that measured in dollars, the United 


States, today, is a food importing na- 
tion, that is, we import more sugars, 


fruits than we export of wheat and 
meat. It is estimated that by the 
end of this century, our population 
will be over 220,000,000 and that we 


will begin to impert the staple foods 
in from fifteen to about thirty years 
froin now. 

If we are to escape this, we must 
either place more land under cultiva- 


tion or produce more from the land’ 


already in crops. In this connection, 
Dr. Ball states that “the larger areas 
of our rich, fertile and easily tilled 
land have already been taken up and 
that the increase in farm area in the 
future will be relatively slow. : 
National progress in the future must 
rest evan more squarely back on the 
food- producing rower than it has in 
the past.’ 

If that is true, we must continually 
increase our acre production which 
essentially means the conservation of 
our principal national resources, the 
fertility of our ecwn lands.—Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger. 


Do You Keep Salesmen Waiting for You? | 


A student of business says one of 
the causes of the high cost of selling 
is the refusal of buyers to extend the 
courtesy of a prompt interview to 
the men who call at their. offices. 
Salesmen often spend half their time 
warming benches while the buyer is 
reported “in conference.” 

“Business is reciprocal,” says the 
student. “I keep your salesmen wait- 
ing and you keep my salesmen wait- 


4 ing, and we both lose.” 


The manager of a selling organiza- 
tion: handling a specialty of high 
worth says business men all overlook 
the value of time, which cannot be 
wasted without loss or saved with- 
out profit. This waste of time by 
buyers is a horror, he says. His 
salesmen, in their calls on prospects, 


} are kept waiting from five to thirty 


minutes, and even then sometimes do 
not see the men they seek. Occa- 
sionally the prospective buyers inter- 
rogates the salesman on subjects for- 


eign to business, wandering all the 
way from politics to the caller’s life 
history. 

“That’s not the worst,” says the 
manager. “Frequently I get a tele- 
phone call from a man who wants our 
equipment. 
for a salesman to call at 2 p. m. the 
next day. The salesman is there on 
the dot. Occasicnally he is informed 
that the gentleman who telephoned is 
out of town. 

“Ve have only so much time on 
earth. But few persons in the man- 
ufacturing, buying, selling or dis- 
tribution branches of business seem 
to appreciate its value or how they 
increase eosts by its waste. I am 
hopeless about the present generation, 
but I think it would be well if in our 
schools they taught the rising gen- 
eration the true relation of time to 
economy in business and in the cost 
of living.’”—Richard Spillane in Pub- 
lic Ledger.

Memrnis, Tenn., April .2.—The 
erest of the Mississippi river flood 
passed Memphis last night and has 
almost reached Helena, Ark., where 
the rive. is reported about on a stand 


iste today, according to reports of 
the weather bureau. here, United 
States engineers in charge of levee 
and river protection work in this 
district, extending from the Missouri 
vine tu Vicksburg, say that with the 
excep':on of the caving at Old Town, 
Ark., where they report the levee to 
have been repaired and in a “satisfac- 
tory” conditiou, no serious trouble has 
occurred at any point south of Cairo. 

Mawr L. Y. Kerr, United States 
enginecr in cLarge of the levees in 
the White river (Arkansas) district, 
early touay sent Major Gardner from 
the engineers’ office here to make a 
thorough inspection of the situation 
at Ohl Town. Major Kerr tonight 
said that couditions at’ that point 
were “yery satisfactory” and that 
“unless something absolutely unfore- 
seen should occur there is no danger 
of the vevee at that point breaking.” 

The force vf men who have been 
continously at work there ona 
‘hursday have done everything/ pos- 
sible. Major Kerry said, after receiv- 
ing a report on conditions from Ma- 
-or Gardner. “The caving has been 
stopp:d and the ends of the threat- 
ened break here been tied.

River Stationary. 

Altieugh the crest of the flood 
"Nas expected to reach Helena tomor- 
jAow, according to weather bureau of- 
ficials, reports from there tonight say 
that the rise has stopped and the 
river is almost stationary. The high- 
est point recorded there, the weather 
burean reports, was 52 feet at 8& 
o'clock this morning, a rise of two- 
tenths of a foot in 24 hours. The 
water there is expected to remain 
about stationary for 36 hours, al- 
though weather bureau officials say | 
that the volume of water running out 
of the St. Francis river may some- 
what prolong the crest at that point. 

Early today the gauge at Memphis 
showed 42.5, a fall of one-tenth foot, 
and a further fall of two-tenths is 
predicted for tonight, with the rate 
of fall gradually increasing for sey- 


eral days. 
Fall at Cairo. 

A rise in the river, due to rains 
in the central valley, was reported 
at Cape Gerardeau, but at Cairo there 
was a fall of an half foot, the weath- 
er bureau reports. The river is also 
falling at New Madrid, Mo., and at 
Osceola, Ark., above Memphis. At 
Cape Gerardeau the rate of fall in 
twenty-four hours was an half foot, 
indicating, weather bureau officials 
say, that the flood water is flowing 
out more rapidly than had been ex- 
pected. They add that the rises in 
the upper Ohio and othér tributaries 
of the Mississippi will not affect the 
present high water, or prolong flood 
conditions. Below Memphis 54.2 feet 
was registered at Arkansas City to- 
dav, a rise of six-tenths foot.
